NEW YORK, July 7.—A state 
of emergency ‘exists in the City cf 
New York as a result of the tre- 
mendous increase in noise during 
the last few years, according to the 
first report of the Noise Abatement 
Commission, headed by Edward 
Fisher Brown. The commission 
was\ appointed by Health Commis- 
sioner Shirley W. Wynne in No- 
vember, 1929. 

“This committee,” the report 
says, “after a study of data so far 
made available through research, 
declares that the continual press- 
ure of strident sound to which 
New Yorkers are subjected tenis 
to produce impairment of hearing, 
to introduce harmful strains upon 
the nervous system leading to 
neurnasthenic and psychasthenic 
states, to cause loss of efficiency 
of workers and thinkers, and fin- 
ally to interfere so gravely with 
sound, refreshing sleep that rest is 
difficult, and in some cases im- 
possible.”

|quiries made by the Federal Trade 
Commission during -its investiga- 
tion of the power industry have 
disclosed that Joseph R. Nutt, of 
Cleveland, .O., ‘National Treasurer 
of the Republican party, is &ffili- 
ated with the Electric Bond & 
Share Co., comprising the second 
largest power group in the United 
States, and derived a single profit 
of $295,000 in stock from a reor- 
ganization carried out by that con- 
cern, 

The information is of singular 
interest at this time, because Nutt 
has been foremost among those de- 
manding the resignation of Claudi- 
us H. Huston as chairman of the 
Republican National Committee. 
The principal: complaint against 


lobbyist for power interests seeking 
possession of Muscle Shoals, he 
took funds, destined for lobbying 
purposes, and temporarily depos- 
ited: them in his private stock-trad- 
ing account. 

Nutt’s Power Interests. 

In the records examined by the 
Federal Trade Commission, Nutt 
is listed as a director of the North- 
ern Ohio Light and Power Co., a 
large system which appears to be 
jointly dominated by Electric Bon4d 
and Share and the Morgan group 
of power companies, which  to- 
gether produce about 34 per cent 
of all the power generated in the 
United States. He is listed also as 
a dirctor of a subsidiary of the 
American Light and Power Co., 
which is an Electric’ Bond and 
Share subsidiary. 

The American Light and Power 
Co. bought up a group of public 
utilities in Utah for $2,975,000, 
capitalized them at $8,500,000 and 
turned them over to the Utah Pow- 
er Co., another subsidiary of Elec- 
tric Bond and Share and American 
Light and Power. 

Part of the capitalization was 
$5,500,000 of common stock, 
which, according to the commis- 
sion’s report, “‘cost Electric Bond & 
Share Co. nothing.”’ This Electric 
Bond & Share Co. turned over to 
its Utah securities corporation, 
which issued against it, stock to- 
taling $27,500,000. 

For the promoters’ profit, Elec- 
tric Bénd & Share took $2,500,900 
of this last issue of stock. In di- 
viding the profit Nutt got $295,000 
of stock. Three other perscns got 
some, and Electric Bond & Share 
kept for itself $987,500. | 

Nutt obtained $3,200,000 addi- 
tional stock as a bonus with a sub- 
scription to that amount of notes 
of the Utah Securities Corporation 

Soon afterward most of the 
utilities affected and those in an- 
other group were turned over to 
Utah Power & Light Co., still “in 
the family.” They had cost in all 
$6,738,000. They were capitalized 
at $30,000,000, their value being 
“written up” more than $23,000,- 
000. 

Mentioned for Huston’s Job. 

Nutt with Sidney Z. Mitchell, of 
Electric, Bond & Share and three 
others, became a voting trustee of 
the Utah Securities Corporation, to 
exercise control over the whole 
group of properties for the next 
ten years. The reorganized prop- 
erties were the nucleus of the 
present Electric Power & Light 
Corporation. 

Nutt has been among those 
mentioned as a possible successor 
to Huston in the chairmanship. 
Huston’s -lobbying organization, 
the Tennessee River Improvement 
Association, has been disclosed as 
collecting power trust money as 
early as 1926, as well as funds 
from the American Cyanamid Co. 
and the Union Carbide Co., later. 

All these interests have been in 
the front rank in the effort to 
prevent the further development 
of Muscle Shoals and its operation 
by the government.

GOT CONFESSION 


This Was Repudiated at 
Trial as Having Been 
Given to Avoid Police 
Brutality. 


Counsel for’ Thomas Murphy, 
who is under sentence to be hanged 
for the murder of Charles A. Reil- 
ly, a druggist, has obtained an af- 
fidavit from Detective Sergeant 
Frank P. Dempsey to the effect that 
Dempsey does not believe Murphy 
was the robber who shot and killed 
Reilly in his drug store,cn June 16, 
1928, and stating various reasons 
fer the belief. | 

Dempsey is the detective who 
arrested Murphy shortly after the 
murder and whom Murphy called 
to..his cell three days later:to state 
that he wanted to make a confes- 
sion. At Murphy’s trial, when a 
police brutality plea was made by 


the defense, Dempsey identificd 
the confession. Murphy had since 
said that he isgned a confession 


rather than submit to further pun- 
ishment and because he was 
weakened by abstinence from nar- 
cotics. 

Paul Richards, Murphy’s attor- 
ney, also issued a statement for 
himself today to the effect that he 
did not believe Murphy was mis- 
treated by police and that he be- 
lieved. he was prompted to make 
a confession “due to a diseased 
mental condition resulting from the 
use of narcotics, a habit he has 
overcome during two years’ con- 
finement in the City Jail.” 

Affidavits to Governor. 

Dempsey’s affidavit will be sent 
to Goy. Caulfield as an argument 
for a commutation hearing, along 
with the affidavit of John P. En- 
glish, a real estate salesman, who 
has sworn that Murphy was not the 
man who shot Reilly. English was 
in the drug store, at 3400 Chippe- 
wa street, when the murder oc- 
curred, but did not testify at the 
trtal. 

Dempsey bases his belief in Mur- 
phy’s innocence on the discrepan- 
cies between the signed confession 
and the facts which were developed 
in subsequent investigation. The 
following discrepancies were 
learned in the investigation imme- 
diately after the murder: 

The confession said that after 
the holdup, Murphy telephoned for 
a Red Top taxicab from a garage 
at 3460 Gravois avenue. No one 
at the garage recalled such a call 
and the Red Top company had no 
record of receiving it. 

Two Pistols Not Found. 


Murphy said that, before the 
holdup, he had stolen a pair of 
shell-rimmed glasses in a drug 


store at Kingshighway and Water- 
man avenue, where no one recalls 
such a theft. 

Murphy said that he used two 
pistols in the robbery and told 
where he threw them afterwards, 
but neither of the weapons could- 
be found; 

Murphy said that he rode in a 
taxicab from South St. Louis to 
Lindell boulevard and Theresa ave- 
nue, after the holdup, but no rec- 
ord of any such trip by a taxicab 
could be found. 

Murphy described places where 
he had discarded his glasses and 
an old -suit of clothes after the 
holdup, but no trace of these ar- 
ticles could Se found. 

As has been told, Murphy was 
defended at his trial by Irving lL. 
Spencer, who tis associated with 
Richards in the defense. Murphy 
and Spencer have both maintained 
that he was beaten by detectives, 
who worked in shifts until he final- 
ly broke down and decided to call 
Dempsey to his cell and confess. 
“My investigation has convinced 
mé that Murphy was treated with 
great consideration by the various 
police officers afd the Cfimuit At- 
torney,” Richards said today.. 

To Be Arguments, 

The affidavits of English and 
Dempsey will be the principal ar- 
guments for commutation of the 
death sentence. Explaining the fact 
that Murphy accompanied detec- 
tives to the store and re-enacted 
the crime, attorneys have sald that 
the confession was prepared by a 
police clerk and read to him so 
‘that when. he visited the store he 
was familiar with what had hap- 
pened there,

He 
was 71 years old. 

i Sir Arthur was stricken seriéus- 
ly ill about two months ago and 
his condition had become more ag- 
gravated recently although his 
death was unexpected. ~ 

Sir Arthur had been under a 
physician’s care during the last 
six or eight months. His weakened 
condition was thought to have been 
brought on by his series of lec- 
tures last October in Scandinavia 
(in behalf of spiritualism. Until 
two days ago it had been thought 
he was improving. Then he con- 
tracted a severe cold. 

Sir Arthur’s sons, Dennis and 
Adrian Conan Doyle, and his 
daughter, Jean Conan Doyle, were 
with their mother at his bedside. 
The end was peaceful, a family an- 
nouncement said. 

Comment by Son. 

Adrian Conan Doyle, today 
said of Sir Arthur: “He was a 
great man and a splendid father 
and he was loved—and was hap- 
py because he knew it—by all of 
us. 

“His last words were to my 
mother and they show just how 
much he thought of her. He him- 
ply smiled up at her and said, ‘You 
are wonderful.’ He was in too much 
pain to say a lot, his breathing was 
very bad and what he said was 
during a brief flash of conscious- 
ness. I never have seen anyone 
take anything more gamely in all 
my life. Even when Wwe all knew 
he was suffering great pain, he al- 
ways managed during times when 
he was conscious to keep a smile 
on his face for us.” 

Spirit Message Awaited, 

The family of Sir Arthur ex- 
pressed the belief he would com- 
municate with them from the spir- 
it world as he had promised. 

Adrian Conan Doyle, asked if his 
father had spoken of communicat-. 
ing with his family after his death, 
said: | 

“Why,.of course. My father ful- 
ly believed that when he passed 
over he would continue to keep in 
touch with us. Al] his family be- 
lieve so, too. 

“There is no question that my 

father will often speak to us just 
as he did before he passed over. 
We will always Know when he is 
speaking but one has to be careful 
because there are practical jokers 
on the other side ,as there are 
here, 
“It is quite possible that these 
jokers may attempt to impersonate 
him, But there eve tests which my 
mother knows, such as little man- 
nerisms of speech which cannot oe 
impersonated and which will tell 
us it is my father, himself; who 
is speaking.” 

Sir Arthur played many roles in 
his life and most of them famous- 
ly. He was a physician in the ‘80s 
and a sensationally brilliant novel- 
ist in the '90s. So notable were 
his contributions to popular fic- 
tion that today any detective feels 
flattered on being called a veritable 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Knighted for Writings. : 

After the beginning of this cen- 
tury Sir Arthur exerted his literary 
powers in placing before Europe 
the facts of the Boer War and for 
this he was made a knight. In 
the World War, when his son lost 
his life, Sir Arthur delved deeply 
into spiritualism.

LOST HIS LIFE 
SHOOTING NIAGARA 
FOR FILM STORY 


George Stathakis Told St. 
Louisan, With Whom He 


Visited, He Sought Exper- 
lence to Finish Scenario. 


By the Associated Press. 

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., July 7. 
—The body of George Stathakis, 
Buffalo Greek chef, who suffo- 
cated in a barrel in which he shot 
the Horsehoe Falls, was at an wun- 
dertaker’s today awaiting claim- 
ants. Stathakis once lived in 8t. 
Louis. 

In a sealed cask of oak rein- 
forced with steel he took the 
plunge Saturday afternoon. He 
carried oxygen sufficient for three 
hours. The cask was recovered 
some 16 hours later, a bit battered 
and leaky. Stathakis was still 
strapped to a mattress he design- 
ed as a buffer. An old turtle— 
sacred, he called it—which he car- 
ried with him, was alive. 

Coroner W. W. Thompson  ex- 
pressed the belief that sreeaeemes 
had lived six hours. 

The journey from the pudendal 
through the rapids and over the 
falls occupied only 10 minutes. 
Stathakis received a severe bat- 
tering in the rapids, the craft be- 
ing tossed high by the turbulent 
current and hurtled over rocks. 

The barrel was not thrown clear, 

but seemed to drop through the 
curtain behind the falls. There it 
was held for hours. When it did 
appear it was five hours. before 
river men could catch it and tow 
it ashore. It weighed a ton. 
Y -Stathakis, who called himself a 
philosopher and wrote a treatise on 
“The Mysterious Veil of Human- 
ity,” took along paper and pencil 
to record his sensations, but did no 
writing in the barrel. 


Stathakis spent about a year in 
St. Louis in 1926, visiting at the 
home of Emmanuel Livanos, 1532 
Mississippi avenue, a friend whom 
he had known during; his boyhood 
in Greece, ; 

While here; eiidied said, Stath- 
akis was writing a motion picture 
scenario, “Love ‘and a Friend,” 
completion of which, . Stathakis 
said, awaited the experience of go- 
ing over Niagara Falls in a barrel, 
an incident which he had made a 
part of his story. 

Two weeks ago, Livanos received 
a letter from his friend, telling of 
plans to go over the fails. Livanos 
wrote him protesting against it 
but received no reply. 

Besides two books on philosophy, 
written in Greek, Stathakis, accord- 
ing to Livanos, is the author of a 
book in English, “The Mysterious 
Veil of Humanity.” Stathakis was 
46 years old.

How He and Friend, Houdini, 
Fought Over Spiritualism. 


By the Associated Press. - 
NEW YORK, July 7. — Four 


‘weeks ago, fearing he had not long 
to live, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
wrote to a mutual acquaintance in 
New York about his long debate in 
spiritualism with the. late Harry 
Houdini. Conan Doyle and Hou- 
dini were intimate friends, but for 
15 years they differed, almost bit- 
terly, about spiritualism. 

“Tl expect to talk it all over with 
Houdini in person before’ very 
long,” Sir Arthur wrote. “I view 
the prospect with perfect equanim- 
ity. That is what psychic re- 
search does for one.” ' 

The letter was written to Ber- 
nard M. L. Ernst, New York attor- 
ney, who for years represented 
Houdini and who had served as 
Sir Arthur’s Americal legal repre- 
sentative. : 

Houdini and Conan Doyle became 
acquainted in 1915, while Houdini 
was playing in London. Houdini 
had been assailing as a trick the 
purported communication between 
the living and those in the spirit 
world and Conan Doyle wrote to 
him at his theater. After that the 
men saw each other as often as 
Houdini was in London or Conan 
Doyle was in New York. 

Houdini was often a guest at 
Conan Doyle’s home in Crowbor- 
ough, Sussex. But they fought con- 
stantly about spiritualism, and 
when Houdini, in his “A Magician 
Among the Spirits,” made what 
was almost a personal attack on 
Conan Doyle for his beliefs, the 
friendship -was nearly broken. 
When Houdini @ied, in 1926, 
Conan Doyle wrote a letter to Mrs. 
Beatrice Houdini, the magician’s 
widow, expressing his grief and 
calling Houdini “the most remark- 
able man I ever met.’ 


Lectured on Spiritualism in 1928, 
in St. Louis. 

Sir Arthur- Conan Doyle visited 
St. Louis May 3 and 4, 1923, in the 
course of his American lecture 
tour, speaking on spiritualism. He 
declared his mission was more im- 
portant than any other on which 
Europeans had come to the United 
States during or since the war. 
His lecture on spirit phenomena 
was delivered to a large audiencs 
at the American Theater. He pre- 
sented photographs purporting to 
show spirit- revelations and said 
that only “an insanity of incredul- 
ity” could refuse to believe such 
evidence. The photographs pur- 
ported to show ectoplasm, a half 
material, half psychic substance, 
exuding from the pbodies of me- 
diums in the trance state and 
forming intO corporeal sharper. 
Ectoplasm dissolves in light; he 
related, and returns into the body 
of the medium, 

He described the future state, 
as revealed in messages from the 
dead, as including paradise and 
purgatory, but no everlasting heil. 
Paradise was described as a pleee 
where petty annoyances do not ex- 
ist—“‘nothing jars.” The old grow 
younger and the young mature, he 
said, but no new life. originates. 
The spiritual body, he said, is the 
counterpart of the natural body in 
appearance-and those who were 
plain-featured on earth miay re- 
main s0, but spiritual happiness 
will tend to improve their appear- 
ance. 

“The orthodox Christian, who 
expects Christ to be waiting ‘to 
meet him, is disappointed,” Doy!e 
said. “He might as well expect 
the King of England to meet him 
at Dover plier.

15 such ships, with a tonnage of 
146,800 tons and Japan’s 12 such 
ships of a tennage of 108,400 tons; 
the United States supplementing 
this tonnage with cruisers armed 
with six-inch guns up to a total of 
323,500 tons; Great Britain up to 
339,000 tons and Japan to 208,800 
tons. The larger gross tonnage to 
Great Bratain as stated being com- 
pensation for the larger gun caliber 
of the American cruiser fleet, but, 
as said, the United States has the 
option to duplicate the British 
fleet, if it so desires. 
Three Per Cent of Fleet Involved. — 
“The criticism of this arrange- 


ment arises from the fact that the 
General Board of the United States 
Navy recommended that to reach 
parity with Great Britain the Unit- 
ed States should have three more 
of the 10,000-ton cruisers (21 in- 
stead of 18), with 8-inch guns, and 
a total of 316.000 tons or 8000 tons 
less total cruiser tonnage than this 
treaty provides.

“The only alternative to this 
treaty is the competitive building 
of navies with all its flow of sus- 
picion, hate, ill-will and ultimate 
disaster. History supports those 
who hold to agreement as the path 
to peace. Every naval: limitation 
treaty with which we ‘are familiar, 
from the Rush-Bagot agreement of 
1817, limiting vessels of war on the 
Great Lakes, to the Washingion 
arms treaty St 1921, has resulted 
in a marked growth of good wil!

Can't Outbuild the World. 

“It is folly to think that because 
we are the richest nation in the 
world we can outbuild all other 
countries. Other nations will make

their hostility and ill-will the full 
| measure of the additional burden

duction of arms but to anticipate 
the ultimate parity between the 
United States and Great Britain in 
battleships which would not other- 
wise be realized for several years. 

“There is in this provision a 
relative gain in proportions com- 
pared with the British fleet of 
63/900 tons of battleships with 
13%-inch guns. This is of vastly 
more importance than the dispute 
as to the relative combatant 
strength of 38,000 tons of six-inch 
cruisers against 30,000 tons of 
eight-inch cruisers. Indeed, it 
would seem that such criticisms 
must be based upon an undisclosed 
desire to break down all limitation 
of arms. ' 


“To those who seek earnestly 
and properly for reduction in war- 
Ships, I would point that, as com- 
pared with Jan. 1 of this year, the 
total aggregate navies of the three 
Powers under this treaty will have 
been reduced by nearly 300,000 
tons. Had a settlement been made 
at Geneva in 1927 upon the only 
proposal possible at that time, the 
fleets of the three Powers would 
have been approximately 680,000 
tons greater than under the treaty 
now in consideration. 

“The econmic burdens and the 
diversion of taxes from welfare 
purposes which would be imposed 
upon ourselves and other nations 
by failure of this treaty are worth 
consideration. Under its provisions 
the replacement of battleships re- 
quired under the Washington arms 
treaty of 1921 is postponed for six 
years. The costs of replacing and 
maintaining the three scrapped 
battleships is saved. Likewise we 
make economies in construction and 
operation by the reduction in our 
submarine and destroyer fleets to 
52,700 and 150,000 tons respectively, 
What the possible saving over an 
otherwise inevitable era of com- 
petitive building would be, no one 
can estimate. 

“If we assume that our pres- 
ent naval program, except for this 
treaty, is to complete the ships au- 
thorized by Congress and those au- 
thorized and necessary to be re- 
placed under the Washington arms 
treaty, and to maintain a destroy- 
er fleet of about 225,000 tons and 
a submarine fleet of 90,000 tons, 
such a fleet will not reach parity 
with Great Britain, yet would cost 
in construction over $500,000,000 
more during the next six years 
than the fleet provided under this 
treaty. But, in addition to this, 
as stated, there is a very large sav- 
ing by this treaty in annual opera- 
tion of the fleet over what would 
be the case if we even built no 
more than the present programs. 

“The more selfish-minded will 
give little credence to the argumént 
that savings by other parties to the 
agreement in the limitation of 
naval construction are of interest 
to the American people, yet the 
fundamental economic fact is that, 
if the resources of these other na- 
tions are freed for devotion to the 
welfare of their people and to pa- 
cific purposes of reproductive com- 
merce, they will result in blessings 
to the world including ourselves. If 
we were to accept the Geneva con- 
ference base as the end of naval 
strength under competitive build- 
ing for the three Governments, the 
savings in construction and opera- | 
tion by the treaty is literally bil- 
‘lions of dollars.

In their eagerness to protect the 
farmers in order to hold their 
votes for prohibition, the profes- 
sional drys unwittingly, perhaps, 
created an enormous legal oasis in 
the dry desert. What was intended 
merely as a scherne to enable the 
farmers to escape the drastic pro- 
visions of the national prohibition 
law has been turned into an equal 
protection to the city dwellers, who 
'are now aiso fully protected in 
' their right to make “non-intoxicat- 
‘ing ciders and fruit juices.” 

These provisions of the law have 
created situations that make the 
|entire prohibition law ridiculous. I 
| shall first present the facts to show 
ithe enormous development of the 
| home wine industry under the pro- 
tecting provisions of the national 
prohibition law, and then discuss 
some of the incongruities of the 
law that make the whole thing ab- 


surd. 


The Farmer’s Exemption. 

Today, Senator Morris Sheppard 
of Texas advocates a law which will 
make the purchaser and user of 
alcoholic beverages equally guilty 
with the seller. In 1917, he had a 
more liberal view. He, too, thought 
that the farmers’ “personal liber- 
ties” ought to be protected, for in 
a newspaper interview in which he 
announced that the prohibitionists 
had secured sufficient strength to 
force consideration of his prohibi- 
tion amendment to the Constitution 
by the Senate, he said: 

I am not in any sense aiming 
to prevent the personal use of 
alcoholic beverages. I am op- 
posed to the committee amend- 
ment .. . it would prevent a 
farmer from having a little hard 
cider. I don’t think we care to 
go as far as that. That is too 
much of an invasion of personal 
liberty. 

Evidently, the Anti - Saloon 
League agreed with his view, for 
the late Wayne B. Wheeler, its. 
chief lobbyist at Washington, him- 
self drafted and had adopted Sec- 
tion 29 of the national prohibi- 
tion law that legalizes the manu- 
facture of hard cider, wines and 
fruit Juices down on the farm and 
up in the kitchenette. 

The strongest defenders today of 
the right to manufacture wines, 
ciders, cLampagnes and similar al- 
coholic beverages in the home are 
the organized drys, and particular- 
ly among these, the officers of the 
National Grange, a farm organiza- 
tion, which has been as radically 
dry otherwise as the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

ection 29 of the Volstead en- 
forcement act provides: 

The penalties provided in this 
act against the manufacture of 
liquor without a permit 
not- apply to a person for the 
manufacture of non-intoxicating 
cider and fruit juices exclusive- 
ly for use in his home, but such 
cider and fruit juices shall not 
be sold or delivered except to 
persons having permits to manu- 
facture vinegar. 

No more cunning provision of a 
law was ever written. In express 
terms it exempts from the penalties 
of the law the manufacture of 
. “non-intoxicating ciders and fruit 
juices” exclusively for home use, 
but forbids thefr sale except to 

“vinegar manufacturers.”

FARMER may make and drink his own homemade wine and 
cider 365 days a year and be entirely law-abiding under the 
eighteenth amendment and the national prohibition enforce- 
ment act. His “non-intoxicating fruit juices” have the full sanction 
of the law, regardless of the alcoholic content they develop. 
is no limit to the quantity the farmer can make, and no express lim- 
A farmer may make five gallons or five 
thousand gallons for his own use, and the alcoholic content may 
vary from the five and six per cent generated by natural fermenta- 
tion in cider to 15 to 30 per cent or more in other fruit juices. The 
alcoholic “steam” in fruit juices is dependent entirely on the nat- 
ural sugar content of the fruits. Ordinary wine grapes will develop 
12 to 15 per cent of alcohol, without any other aid than nature. 
The addition of a couple of pounds of sugar to the gallon of juice 
will give them a kick like that of a Missouri mule.

It is apparent from the language 
of this provision that it is a clev- 
erly written loophole for the eva- 
sion of the law for political pur- 
poses. ‘ihe drys have relied upon 
the farm vote for thelr principal 
political strength. A provision in 
the law that would deprive the 
farmer of his wine and cider would 
cause a revolt in the farm districts. 
By legally permitting them to man- 
ufacture their own wine and cider 
under the deceptive guise of “non- 
intoxicating fruit juices” they think 
they hold this vote for the dry 
cause. 


Section 29 ard the provision of 
Section 25 against issuing search 
warrants ‘“‘to search a private 
dwelling unless it is being used for 
the sale of intoxicating liquor” 
afford an iron-clad legal protection 
to the farmer against interference 
by the Federal Government in the 
manufacture and use of wines and 
ciders. 

A card from a California vine- 
yards company, which advertises 
that it has offices in all the prin- 
cipal cities in the United States, 
states that there were 280,639,000 
bearing grape vines in California in 
1927, and that the production of 
grapes was 2z,370,000 tons. This 
company is one of the numerous 
coricerns that marufacture grape 
juice concentrates and furnished 
equipment usable for the manufac- 
ture of wines and champagnes in 
the home. The amount of wine 
possible to be made from the grape 
production listed by this company 
is 354,000,000 gallons in California 
alone. 

The carload shipment of grapes, 
reported by the Department of 
Agriculture, clearly shows the 
growth and magnitude of the 
home-made wine industry. 


Alcohol in Grapes. , 

Indeed, the department has a 
very tender solicitude for the se- 
curity of the home wine-maker. It 
issues a certificate of the sugar 
content of the grapes. The _ pur- 
chaser is thus assured by one de- 
partment of the Federal Govern- 
ment that the alcoholic content of 
the wine he will obtain from his 
grapes will be exactly 50 per cent 
of the sugar content. Grapes con- 
taining 25 per cent of sugar will 
make wine of 12.5 per cent of al- 
cohol.

Further solicittude by the Fed- 
eral’ Government for the home 
wine maker is shown in two very 
recent acts. The grape growers of 
California were the first agricul- 
tural organization to be granted a 
loan by the Federal Farm Bureau, 
created by an act passed at the 
special session of Congress called 
to enact a farm relief bill. In Au- 
gust, 1929, in the height of the 
grape season, the Federal Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement Bureau issued 
special instructions-to all Federal 
Prohibition Administrators and 
agents not to interfere with the 
shipment of grapes and their con- 
version into “non-intoxicating fruit 
juices,” and a special instruction 
against raiding homes except upon 
proof of sale of intoxicating liquor,

Nobody knows legally when the 
alcoholic content of home-made 
wines becomes intoxicating. The 
only way it can be determined le- 
gally is by a jury in a court of 


determining body in itself. In the 
celebrated John Philip Hill case 
in Baltimore a jury held that home- 
made wines containing 12 per cent 
of alcohol—24 times the legal 
quantity as defined by another sec- 
tion of the law—was nonintoxicat- 
ing. Another jury might hold that 
25 or 60 per cent of alcohol in a 
home-made wine is nonintoxicat- 
ing.

how much wine is made from 

There is no way of determining 
grapes grown on the farms and 
suburban back lots or in kitchen- 
ette closets. The 1920 census re- 
port shows that grapes were 
grown on more than 25 per cent 
of the farms, and that apples, 
peaches, cherries and other small 
fruits were grown on nearly all 
farms. It is quite possible to 
make alcoholic drinks from _§ all 
kinds of fruits and berries, as well 
as from a great number of vege- 
tables and blossoms. 

It is a widely known fact that a 
very large percentage of the farm- 
ers make some kind of wine or 
cider. When a representative of 
the National Grange appeared 
before the ‘subcommittee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee in 
1926 to protest against any change 
in the national prohibition law 
with respect to the alcoholic con- 
tent of commercial beverages, he 
stoutly defended the exemptions 
of section 29, and admitted that 
he made cider in his own home. 

There is very little doubt that 
at least 600,000,000 gallons of wine 
are manufactured in homes today, 
under the full protection of the 
Federal prohibition. law. The 
amount of cider probably greatly 
exceeds that amount. 

I am not opposed to the home 
manufacture of “non-intoxicating 
frult juices,” and I am not con- 
cerned whether their alcoholic 
content is one-half of one per cent 
or 50 per cent... I am writing the 
facts to demonstrate the incon- 
sistencies and injustices of the law

Beware of Dandelions. 


We have already seen that for- 
mer wine manufacturers have been 
quick to take advantage of the ex- 
emptions of Section 29. A huge in- 
dustry fn the manufacture and sale 
of grape concentrates, with com- 
plete wine and champagne making, 
bottling and. carbonating outfits 
for home use has been built up. 
The purchaser completes the 
process of manufacture by the ad- 
dition of water to the concentrate. 
The manufacturers guarantee that 
the consumer cannot fail to pro- 
duce perfect wines and cham- 
pagnes withiri 30 days if instruc- 
tions are followed. One manufac-

United States. I think I owe it 
to my friends particularly, to warn 
them against these pitfalls, so that 
they may not get caught in any 
prohibition traps. I should greatly 
regret to be the innocent cause 
of any American citizen having to 
spend five years in prison and io 
pay a fine of $10,000 for making 
wine in hig home out of forbidden 
ingredients. 

The Prohibition Enforcement 
Bureau has written about 600 
printed pages of additional law 
and regulations on prohibition. I 
urge everyone, therefore, to read 
section 905 of the Treasury De- 
partment’s Regulations Relating to 
Permits. I quote: 

MANUFACTURE 


Sec. 905. (a) dried fruits, 
dandelions, rhubarb, etc., may 
not be lawfully used in the 
production of the “non-intoxicat- 
ing cider and fruit juices” men- 
tioned in this article. 

Beware of the innocent dande- 
lion and the elderberry blossoms. 
And rhubarb! For they may lead 
you straight to the doors of the 
big Federal penitentiaries at At- 
lanta and Leavenworth. 

It is a violation of the Federal 
Prohibition regulations to make 
wine from flowers and herbs, but 
not a violation to make it from 
fresh fruits. And you must shun 
dried fruits as you would shun 
Satan himself. 

A citizen therefore, may make 
for home use all the wine and cid- 
er he desires from fresh fruits, and 
he need not concern himself about 
their alcoholic content. He may 
do this and remain a 100 per cent 
law-abiding citizen. But if he 
makes in his home or elsewhere 
from dandelions, rhubarb, or dried 
fruits any beverage containing as 
much as one-half of one per cent 
of alcohol, he becomes a criminal 
—a menace to society. He may be 
pounced upon by a prohibition spy 
or snooper, indicted, haled into 
court, fined $10,000, sentenced to 
the penitentiary for five years and 
in ‘addition he loses his citizenship 
forever. 

His dandelion wine may have 
only a trace of alcohol in excess 
of one-half of one per cent. His 
grape, cherry, strawberry, black- 
berry, apple, peach, or pear wine 
or cider may have whatever alco- 
holic content nature through the 
process of fermentation puts into 
it—and this will never be as little 
as one-half of one per cent. But

LONDON, July 7.—The Lambeth 
Conference of the Church of Eng- 
land, in which 300 Bishops and 
Archbishops from all over the 
world have a part today, was well 
begun on its long secret labors, in 
the course of which opinions will 
be handed down on matters of con- 
troversy in the Church. 

A note of oriental splendor was 
introduced at the opening of the 
conference yesterday by the Patri- 
arch Meletios of Alexander, the so- 
called “Second Pope,” robed in 
pure white, who headed a proces- 
sion of bearded, black-robed cler- 
Symen of the Eastern Orthodox 
delegation. | 

All the participating Archbishops 
and Bishops joined in the Holy 
Communion in the inaugural] serv- 
ice at St. Paul’s Cathedral. It was 
preceded by the Litany, sung in a 
procession which the Archbishop of 
Canterbury led. The procession 
filed out of the south room of the 
Cathedral, re-entering by the great 
main entrance to take seats for the 
remainder of the service. 

The Archbishop of York deliv- 
ered the inaugural sermon, stress- 
mg the need for churchmen to 
keep minor disagreements on 
church routine out of the way of 
the great issue of religion, that is, 
faith in the living God. 

“It is especially important,” he 
said, “that we remind ourselves of 
the proportions proper to our con- 
troversies In the light of the ma- 
jesty of God.” 

The conference will last several 
weeks. Although secret, its labors 
will be reported from time to time 
in official statements. 


Tells Congregationalists of Race 
Prejudice in U. 8.

BOURNEMOUTH, England, July 
7.—Race prejudice in the United 
States held the attention of the 
International Congregational Coun- 
cll today. The topic for discus- 
sion was “Church and World Pa- 
ganism” with Dr. George L. Cady 
of New York as principal speaker. 

There is no room for race preju- 
dice and Jesus Christ in the same 
church, he held.

Memorandum to Briand Says Union Must > 
Not Disturb Nation’s Sovereignty Nor 
Conflict With League.

ROME, July 7.—The_ reply of 
the Italian Government to. the 
memorandum of French Foreign 
Minister Briand, on an organiza- 
tion of a “United States of Europe” 
today was handed to the French 
Charge d'Affaires here. It de- 
clares Italy is willing to partici- 
pate in discussions. 


Italy that special principles must 
be observed as a basis for discus- 
sions leading to formation ,of such 
a union. The Italian principles 
are: 

First, a system of co-operation 
founded: on the idea of a union 
and not on that of unity and 
wherein will be respected the ab- 
solute sovereignty and political in- 
dependence of all states. On this 
principle Italy wishes to give fur- 
ther interpretation that the rights 
of all minor states will be guaran- 
teed, and that the last line of de- 
marcation between victor and con- 
quered peoples will be eliminated. 

Wants Russia in Pariey. 

Secondly, Russia and Turkey 
should be invited to take part in 
the procedure of organization of 
the union. 

“Not to invite these two coun- 
tries is in contradiction with the 
scope of European solidarity which 
you wish to reach,” the memoran- 
dum says. “The lack of an invi- 
tation at this time will prejudice 
the adherence of these two coun- 
tries later.” - 

Under this heading the Italian 
Government Interprets the prin- 
ciple of solidarity in the sense that 
a federal union ought to include 
all greater countries of Europe be- 
cause otherwise it would provoke, 
not great cohesion, but division 
of Europe into hostile groups.

MANILA, July 7.—Cholera has 
made widespread gains in the Phi- 
lippines during the last week, De- 
partment of Health figures show. 
Deaths since June 20 are estimated 


at 221. 

The disease has appeared for the 
first time in the provinces of Pan- 
gasiman and Bulacan on the Island 
of Luzon, the Island of Leyte and 
in the city of Cebu. Asa result Dr. 
R. W. Hart, director of the United 
States Public Health Service in the 
Philippines, placed the city under 
a modified quarantine requiring ex- 
amination of all departing pas- 
sengers and their vaccination, 

Dr. Hart said there had been 
455 deaths and 886 cases of iliness 
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from cholera since the disease ap- 
peared in the islands two months 


ago. 

Dr. Hart does not think there 
will be an epidemic. He said the 
disease would have claimed 10,000 
lives had it reached the epidemic 
stage. He estimated 2 per cent 
of the population were cholera car- 
riers and warned that “cholera 
will continued in the Philippines as 
long as the people do not change 
their unsanitary sewage systems.”

It transferred the prohibi- 
tion unit from the Treasury Department to the De- 
partment of Justice. It created 4 Federal Board of 
Parole. It replaced the ex-officio Federal Power 
Commission with an independent board of three full- 
time members. 

It would have been better had it stopped there, 
but it did not. Yielding to the pressure of special 
interests, it enacted a number of Jaws which can 
only do harm to the vast body of our citizens. It | 
undertook to console the stock speculator for his 
losses in the market crash by giving him a reduction 
of $160,000,000 in his income tax, an amount which 
might far better have been expended for the relief 
of unemployment.

Opposes Unqualified Acceptance of Bar 
Association Choices. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


AM unable to agree with your stand | 


in favor of unquestioned and unquali- 
fied acceptance of the recommendations 
of the Bar Association with reference to 
judicial candidates. 

As one of your regular readers, I have 
acquired great respect for the quality 
of your editorials, and fully appreciate 
the sincerity of your position, but I deem 
your conception of the weight to be ac- 
corded the vote of the mentioned or- 
ganization grossly exaggerated. It is 
founded, I strongly suspect, upon the 
generally accepted but nevertheless mis- 
taken belief that tawyers in their pro- 
fessional capacities have become ac- 
quainted with all of the candidates and 
are possessed of a personal knowledge 
of their respective abilities, and are 
therefore in a superior position to de- 
termine their fitness for judicial office. 

In truth, however, the average lawyer 
in St. Louis is not even casually acquaint- 
ed with more than possibly one-fourth 
of our local bar, which includes more 
than 1500 lawyers; moreover, a lawyer 


can obtain a superior knowledge of the 


ability of another only by personal con- 
tact and dealings with him, or else by 
hearing and observing him conduct the 


trial of a cause in court, and the aver-/in the past year and a quarter. 


age lawyer does not try more than 15 
cases in the Circuit Court annually. We 
therefore necessarily arrive at the con- 
clusion that lawyers voting in the Bar 
Association poll cast their ballots in ac- 
cordance with an impression based partly 
upon personal knowledge of and con- 
cerning a few of the candidates and 
chiefly upon “what they read in the pa- 
pers,” or hear from others about most 
of the candidates. 

In short, the Bar Association indorse- 
ment does not, and in a large city can- 
not represent the opinion of lawyers per- 
sonally acquainted with the candidates. 
We must bear in mind, also, that lawyers 
are like other people in other fields of 
endeavor, no better and no worse. In 
casting their ballot in a Bar Associa- 
tion poll they take into consideration, 
even as would the average lay person 
under similar circumstances, their friend- 
ship for one candidate, their dislike for 
another, and their personal interests as 
well as their civic duty. The Bar As- 
sociation poll is no Utopians’ gift to the 
voters. It is participated in by mere 
mortals who are subject to all of the 
frailties, virtues and prejudices of hu- 
man nature, and to paint a picture con- 
cerning it other than with the limita- 
tions which I have mentioned, is wrong 
and not fair either to the candidates or 
to the public at large. 

I highly prize my own membership in 
the local Bar Association, and deeming it 
to be a worthy and highly respected in- 
stitution, I believe that its opinion, as 
expressed by its membership with ref- 
erence to the qualifications of judicial 
candidates, merits the consideration of 
the voters, but to accord it more than 
that, or to insist that such opinion be ac- 
cepted without modification and as 
grossly superior to the opinion of other 
sincere organizations and citizens, is not 
commensurate with the facts and will 
oftentimes tend to prevent the election 
of men highty honorable and well fitted. 

Moreover, I am strongly opposed to 
the use of the “steam roller” in behalf 
of any slate, and ‘this without regard to 
whether it be the slate of a bar associa- 
tion, a partisan political organization or 
of any other body. The preservation of 
our. governmental and judicial institu- 
tions is dependent upon a free and un 
trammeled selection by our entire citi- 
zenry. 

The candidates who recently received 
the indorsement of the Bar Association 
(and also some who were not so for- 
tunate) are courageous, honest and capa- 
ble lawyers, and have my highest re- 
spect, and, except ina very few instances, 
will receive my persona] support and 
vote, and it is not a criticism of them, 
but only to discourage the creation and 
spread of a mistaken impression in the 
respects pointed out, that 1 make this 
protest.

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PROFESSORS AND PUBLIC UTILITIES. 

The Federal Trade Commission's investigation of 
public. utilities disclosed that those interests em- 
ployed college professors as lecturers, writers and edi- 
tors of high school text books to influence public 
opinion from the public utility point of view. The 
American Association of University Professors has 
now formally taken cognizance of this practice. In 
@ report of its Committee on Ethics it declares “un- 
desirable” the acceptance of money by faculty mem- 
bers for such work.

Before the regular session was adjourned, Congress 
passed the second deficiency bill carrying an appro- 
priation of $250,000 for the Law Enforcement Com- 
mission. This was the full amount requested by the 
President. The Senate, which had threatened to cut 
the appropriation and to restrict the Commission’s 
activities entirely to prohibition, relented at the last 
moment. Mr. Hoover was thus released from carry- 
ing out his threat to raise the difference privately, 
a threat that had dangerous possibilities and again 
revealed Mr. Hoover as a neophyte in the science of 
government, While we respect the President’s un- 
willingness to hamstring a Commission ‘of dis- 
tinguished men and women in their work of survey- 
ing the whole field of crime, it is, we believe, un- 
precedented to ask private citizens to finance a gov- 
ernmental function.

Chicago’s Traction Franchise 


An analysis of ordinance (adopted at election July .1) shows Chicago has put itself 
completely into the hands of Insull interests; terminable permit is in effect an 
eternal franchise; city loses $62,000,000 fund: company receives enormously in- 
flated valuation on which taxpayers must pay handsome rewrn; fares to go up. 


HE city of Chicago is confronted with 

another crisis in the entertaining serial 

story of its relations with the local 
transportation companies. It is enough to 
Say that after Yerkes’ attempt at the cap- 
ture of the city, which was defeated by 
Mayor Harrtson’s veto after it had been 
eased through the Legislature and the City 
Council, there was a bitter reaction against 
the corruption of local and State politics 
for which the traction interests were re- 
sponsible. 
. This sentiment gave strength to the de- 
mand for municipal ownership, for which 
the city expressed its preference by popular 
vote. The ordinance of 1907 was passed 
in contemplation of this final result. It 
continued the franchises of the surface lines 
for 20 years, and during this time allotted 
to the city 55 per cent of the net income 
to form a city traction fund, which might 
be used for the purchase of the properties. 

The present ordinance, which will be sub- 

mitted to popular vote on July 1, provides 
for the unification of the local transporta- 
tion companies, including the Rapid Transit 
Co. which operates the elevated lines. It 
grants the single resulting company a fran- 
chise terminable on six months’ notice by 
the city in favor of itself, or of some other 
company as permittee, on condition of re- 
imbursing the present owners on a valua- 
tion of $260,442,063.82 as of Aug. 1, 1929, 
plus the cost of extensions and improve- 
ments since that date. 
The company is required to spend on 
specified extensions $65,000,000 within three 
years, and $200,000,000 within 10, the city 
meanwhile agreeing to build certain sub- 
ways for the use of the company, paying 
for them by special assessments on property 
benefited, and out of the traction fund of 
some $62,000,000, painfully accumulated 
since 1907. The city is to receive, in lieu 
of the present 55 per cent of net, 3 ‘per cent 
of the gross income (junior to interest on 
bonded indebtedness and preferred stocks), 
and also all sums ‘earned by the company in 
excess of @ reasonable return on its capital 
valuation. 
These payments, together with the pres- 
ent traction fund, are to constitute the City 
Transit Trust Fund, controlled by a trustee, 
which if not expended in subways or other- 
wise, may complete the final purchase of 
the property of the company. 
The ordinance is worse than its defeated 
predecessors in view of the valuation placed 
upon the property of the company of some 
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From the New Republic. 


$260,000,000. The basis of this sum is an 
estimated valuation of $55,000,000 in 1907, 
Most of the property represented by this 
sum, including cars, tracks, cables, horses 
and unexpired franchises, has worn out and 
disappeared, but the securities issued 
against it have never been amortized and 
hold a place of honor in the financial struc- 
ture of the new company. ~ 


This valuation of $260,000,000, to be in- 
creased within 10 years by $200,000,000, 
constitutes a permanent barrier to purchase 
of the property either by the city or by 
another permittee, The dream of public 
ownership goes glimmering; and the ordi- 
nance, instead of granting a terminable 
franchise, in effect grants a permanent one. 


This is a fundamental objection. Another 
is that the city traction fund, which has 
been accumulated out of increased fares 
paid by the public, is to be turned over to 
the company, in the form of subways rent 
free. Another is that fares. are almost 
certain to be increased. * * * One 
of the provisions of the ordirlance of 1907 
was that the fare should be 5 cents. By 


permission of the State Public Utility Com--: 


cission and the courts, the fare was raised 
to 7 cents. The Supreme Court has lately 
held in the Baltimore traction case that a 
reasonable return is 7.5 per cent. At pres- 
ent the Chicago companies are earning 
ow 6.26 per cent on the estimated value. 
+ + 


The situation illustrates perfectly the 
dilemma of a public body in contracting for 
necessary services with corporations sup- 
ported at every point by the courts, whose 
chief concern is to protect private capital. 
Even the sacredness of contract goes down’ 
the wind (as in the case of the 5-cent fare 
obtained by the ordinance of 1907) when 
it affects the right of a public-utility cor- 
poration to earn a “reasonable return.” 

The citizens of Chicago have one weapon 
of defense against interests which in the 


' past have proved selfish and corrupt, and 


which in the present instance make an ap- 
proach so marked by disingenuousness and 
subterfuge. That weapon is the ballot. 
Among all the perplexities and uncertainties 
of the situation it is better that the city 
should preserve its control—and its self- 
respect—by defeating the ordinance.

Fuqua, realty dealer, who died last 
March, but an inventory filed to- 
day disclosed that his estate, so far 
as the executor has been able to 
ascertain, amounts to only $869.41. 
This consists of $821.91 in cash and 
$47.40 chattels. In addition, the 
inventory lists accounts with a face 
value of $4924.25 but classified as 
of doubtful value, with most of 


\them in dispute. 


The largest creditor was * the 
Franklin-American Trust Co, for a 
tota] of $77,972. John H. Farish, 
executor under the wil), said) he 
understood the trust company Was 
amply protected by mortgages and 
other collateral furnished by 
Fuqua. In regard to the remaining 
claims, the executor was of the 
opinion they were unsecured. Some 
of them include allowances of $10,- 
000 in favor of Andrew D. Gella, 
$5715 in favor of Patrick Walsh, 
$4658 for W. A. Allen and $4001 
for the Fourth and Pine Co. 

In his will, dated several weeks 
before he died, Fuqua left all his 
real estate in trust of Farish. who 
was to liquidate it forthe benefit 
of creditors. However, the execu- 
tor said he had not found any real- 
ty in Fuqua’s name., The rest of 
the estate was left one-half to the 
widow, Mrs. Byrd Fuqua, of War- 
son road, St. Louis County, and the 
remaining half to other relatives.

Later S. Harri- 
son White of Denver, retained by 
Mrs. Anna Fleagle “to do what 
you can” for her condemned son, 
interviewed the chief executive.

Purcell asked 
the Governor to delay the execu- 
tion not to exceed 30 days to en- 
able L. W. Cunningham of Colo- 
rado Springs, attorney for Fleagle, 
to present a final plea for execu- 
tive clemency. The presentation of 
Cunningham's plea was delayed 
last week, because of the death of 
Mrs. Cunningham. 

After the conference, however, 
the expected reprieve was not 
forthcoming and those close tothe 
Governor said no change had been 
made in the plans to execute 
Fleagle.

Teller and Doctor Killed. 


Alderman exchanged shots as 
the bandits lay on their stomachs 
in the road and fired from their 
guns to discourage pursuit.

Complaint Filed by 26 Spring- 
field, Mo., Business - Firms 
Seeks Audit of Company. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 6.—A 
complaint that electric rates 
charged in Springfield, Mo., by 
the Springfield Gas and Electric 
Co. were excessive and. unreason- 
‘able was filed -with the Public 
Service Commission yesterday by 
26 Springfield business firms. The 
commission was requested to make 
a full appraisal and audit of the 
company and order a reasonable 
schedule of rates. 

The présent rate schedule of the 
company has been in effect since 
1918. For domestic service the 
rate is 9 cents a kfiowatt bour for 
the first 50 kilowatt hours used 
monthly, and 8 cents a kilowatt 
hour for all energy used in excess 
of 50 kilowatt hours,. The com- 
mercial lighting rate varies from 
7 cents a kilowatt hour down to 4 
cents. The commercial power rate 
ranges from 5 cents a kilowatt 
hour down to 2 cents,

SMALL FRESH. FISH 


Information of Benefit to Mem- 
bers of Fishing and Out- 
ing Parties. 


Fishing is one of the main diver- 
sions on many vacation excursions 
and, as comparatively few persons 


are letter perfect in cooking fish, 
here are directions for broiling or 
sauteing fish which is generally 
the method selected for preparing 
the day’s catch which, as likely as 
not, is made up of fish too small 
to cook any other way. 


Sauted Is Pan Fried. 

When fish is sauted, or what we 
commonly term pan fried in shal- 
low fat, the piece of fish: should 
not be too thick. An inch and half 
or two inches is as thick as the 
thickest piece should be so that the 
cooking time is not too long or the 
fish dges not need such a long pe- 
riod until the whole product is a 
crusty, hard piece of meat instead 
of a soft-cooked serving of meat 
evenly covered with a nice, crisp, 
brown crust.

Have the skillet fat an even tem- 
perature, one which is hot enough 
to prevent the fish from 
too greasy, but also one which is 
not so hot as to burn the egg and 
cornmeal, but just brown the 
whole crust evenly while the fish 
is really cooking through on that 
side. 

Never try to turn the fish sev- 
eral times as this will, break the 


slices or the little whole fish, 
whichever is used. 
When the first side is well 


browned, then turn the fish over 


and cook it the same length of 
time on the other side. Sait the 
fish when it is turned. Fish take 


less salt than most protein dishes.

PICNIC SANDWICHES | 
OF VARIOUS TYPES 


Special Aptitude Is Required to 
Make These Appetizing 
Tidbits. 


There is no record of a picnic 
without sandwiches. Ever since 
the Earl of Sandwich invented the 
delectable tidbit which bears his 
name, picnickers have rejoiced be- 


cause this type of food is exactly 
right to put in the picnic basket. 

There are as many kinds of fill- 
ings for sandwiches as there are, 
sands on the seashore to use a 
popular metaphor. 

Salad comibinations as well as 
slices of meat, cheese, eggs or fish 
make tasty sandwich fillers. 

These fillers should be well sea- 
soned and spread on the type of 
bread that harmonizes best with 
the flavor of the mixture. 

For example, liver cheese served 
on rye is far more delicious than 
when served on white bread. 

Whole wheat and brown bread 
are especially tasty with delicate 
cheese and olive combinations. 

Corned beef lightly spread with 
prepared mustard and served be- 
tween crisp lettuce on brown bread 
is a real treat. 

Tongue and veal chopped _ . to- 
gether with half as much celery 
and enough mayonnaise to just 
moisten, then spread on buttered 
bread and pressed together makes 
a delicious combination. 

Thin Slices Preferred. 

Butter will spread more easily 
and without tearing the bread if 
it is first well creamed. 

If you melt it, however, find it 
does not go far as it soaks into the 
bread. If the slices do not need 
to be fitted carefully together, it 
fis often easier to spread the bread 
before cutting from the loaf,

Tasty Way of 
Wholesome Vegetable. 

Use a firm head of cabbage and | 
shred it, either with a knife, or. a | 
easier way, with a vegetable shred- | 
ded.. Scald the cabbage a few min® 
utes in a small amount of water. 

Grate enough dry bread to make 
@ cup and a half of bread crumbs. 

Place the cabbage in the cas- 
serole in layers, alternating with a | 
layer of bread crumbs, a sprinkle 
of salt, a few dots of butter, and 
a few tablespoons of the cooking 
Water mixed with an equal measure 
of cream. 

Fill the dish in this way, topping 
the dish with bread crumbs dotted 
With butter. Cook twenty minutes | 
in a medium oven. | 

Cover the dish until the last few | 
minutes, which time should be suf- | 
ficient for drying and browning the | 
top layer. 


UTILIZE SOURED MILK 


Makes Delicious Pancakes to Serve 
With Fruit Sauce. 

One way of disposing of the sour 
milk that seems to accumulate so 
easily in the summer is to make 
sour milk pancakes. 

If these are cooked in rather 
large, thin cakes, spread with a 
layer of fresh sugared fruit and 
served with iced coffee or chocolate 
they make a delicious luncheon 
dish. 

Use your: favorite pancake reci- 
pes, substituting sour milk for 
fresh and using one-half teaspoon 
baking soda to each two cups milk. 

Have the batter very thin and 
make the pancakes about four 
inches in diameter. Spread with 
fruit, roll up and serve two or 
three for each portion. 


Baked Beets. 

They may be baked in a covered 
baking dish or on the open grate 
of an oven. A slow fire produces 
the best results, and as a rule it 
will take four or five hours to 
bake good sized beets. They should 
be washed and dried before placing 
them in a baking dish or on the 
open grate. When they are tender, 
remove them from the skins and 
serve with a sour sauce or merely 
with salt, pepper and butter.

IN COLLISION OF SHIPS 


Jugo-Slav Steamer Beached Near. 
Pasman, Italy, After Hitting 
Motor Driven Craft. 

By the Associaied Press. 

ZARA, Italy, July 7.—Five per- 
sons were killed yesterday and 17 
injured out of. 400 passengers 
aboard the Jugo-Slav steamer Kar- 
ageorgevitch, in a collision with 
the Italian motor ship Francesco 
Morosini, operated by the San 
Margo Navigating Co. of Venice. 
The Italian vessel was proceeding 
from Zara to Spala when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

The Karageorgevitch was 
beached near Pasman, badly dam- 
aged. Marine authorities believed, 
however, that she could be refloat- 
ed. The Francesco Morosini took 
aboard the bodies of the dead. The 
injured as well as the rest of the 
Karageorgevitch passengers and 
crew were brought here.

Four Lads 


N 1885, Louis Pasteur performed 
| the miracle of miracles, 

He discovered a method for 
the prevention of the development 
of hydrophobia (rabies) in animals 
and persons bitten by rabid or mad 
animals. 

In the samo year, four Amer- 
ican lads, whose play was turned 
into threatening disaster by the 
rush of a mad dog that bit and tore 
them, left our shores to travel the 
3000 miles to Paris, to receive the 
Pasteur treatment. 

Pasteur welcomed them, treated 
them and saved their lives. 

Rabies does not now constitute 
a serious public health problem. 
There are fewer than 100 annual 
deaths in the United States from 
this cause. 

But insofar as practically all of 
these deaths are preventable, and 
furthermore because death from 
rabies is so very horrible, every 
effort ought to be made to save 
each and every endangered life.

Rabies are thought to prevail 
only during,the hot months but this | 
is an erroneous impression, There 
ure more dog bites suffered be- 
tween April to September than | 
from October to March but that 
is because dogs are about more | 
freely. 

When a dog has bitten one every 
effort should be made to catch the 
animal alive. By watching the dog 
for approximately 10 days, we can 
determine whether it has rabies. 
If the dog, in this time, shows no 
evidences of disease, the anti-rabic 
treatment may not be necessary. 

The danger of the bite increases 
with nearness to the head. A bite 
on the face is very dangerous. The | 
chance of developing rabies in a 
person bitten by a rabid dog and 
not treated, is one in 10.
